long a firme and an aſſured Mecenas unto me, my car- 
kaſſe and Conceprions had beene buried in erernall ſi- 
lee e; ſo that the Students in this Art muſt acknow- 
ledge the Reſtauration of Aſtrolag ie unto your good- 
nee. For, S I R, you have countenauced me your ſelf; 
vou have commended me ro your Friends; you have ne- 
ver omitted to doe me, or my friends for my jake, ally 
civill courtefies : And this I ſhall adde to your honour, 
that Ino ſooner at any time importuned your favour, 
but I was inſtant ly ſcuſible of your actual and reall per- 
formance of the thing I required. 

Should I enumerate your vertues or curteſies in this 
kinde performed unto many beſides my ſelſe, the day 
would faile me of time, and my hand grow weary of

* have now a large Field to walke in, and ſhould I fur- 
ther proceed, I am affured I ſhould move that ſweet diſ- 
pole temper of yours, which is not eaſily offended; I 
am ſilent ; onely ;

SIR, I hope you ſhall have no diſhonour to Patro-: -

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narurall grounds of the Art, in a fit Method: that there- 
by I may undeceive thoſe, who miſled by ſome Pedling 
Divines, have upon no betrer credit then their bare 
words, conceived Aſtrology to conſiſt upon Diabolicall 
Principles: a moſt ſcandalous uutruth, foyſted into both 
the Nobility and Gentries apprehenſions, to deter them 
ö this Study, and to reſerve it intyre unto their one , 
elves.

I hat concernes my (elt-, bath almoſt in full meaſure proved 
true, in 1647. baving in this untoward yeer been moleſled with palpita- 
tion of the Heart, with Hypocondry melancholy, a diſeffetied Spleen, ibe 
Scurvy, &x. and now gt this preſent, viz. Augult 1647. when Thad al- 
moſt concluded this Treatiſe, I am ſhut up of the Plague, having the fourth 
of Auguſt buried one Servant thereof, and on the 28. of the ſame monetb 
another, my ſelfe and remainder of my Family enforced to leave my pre- 
per ſeat, and betake my ſelfe to change of ayre 3 ſo that if either my pre- 
ſent Epiſtles, or the latter part of the Book it ſelfe be any thing defeclidè,

The Citiz:ns sf London make [ma!! reckoning of Aſtrology 3 there 
are in ene of tho'e Epiffles of min., words fi nificant, and of which time 
wil! mee them ſenſisle ( that they were not wrote in vaine ) but now too 
late, actum eſt. To the work in band, viz. the Bo enſuing, woich is 
du inis three Treatiſes 3 the firft whereof doth with much facility, 
end after a new metbo./, inſtruct the Student bow to begin bis work, viz, 
it teacheth bm the ue of an Ephemeris, of the Table of Howſes, &c. 
it acquaints bim bow to erect a figure of heaven, bow therein to place the 
Plaxets, bow to rectifie their motions to. the bour of bis Figure; it 
uniclds the nature of toe Heu et, of the Planets, of the Signes of the 
Zodiack, their diviſion, and ubdiviſion, heir ſeverall properties,terms 
of Art, and whatever elſe is fit for the Learner to know h. fore be enter 
upon judgment : unto whom and every one that will be ſtudios this way, 1 
give theſe cautions. 

Firſt, that be be very exact in knowing the ale of his Ephemeris,and 
in ſetting a Scheame of Heaven for all tbe bours of the day or night, and 
in reducing the motions of the Plawets to the bour thereof when need requi- 
reth, and to know their characters diſtinctly and readily. 

Secondly, I avuld have the Student very perfect in kgowing, the nature 
of the Houſes, that be may the better diſcover from what bou e to require 
judgment upon the que ſi ion propounded, leſt for want of true underiiand= 
ing be miſſale one thing for another. 

Third!y, I would bave bim ready in, and well to nderfiand the Prbi- 
[Mes and Fortitudes of every Planet, both Eſſential and Accidental, 

Feurthly, be muſt be well verſed in diſcovering the Nature of the Sig- 
nificator, what he fipnifies naturally, what accidzntally, and bow o vary 
ba. ſiuniſication, as n:ceſſity ſhall require. 

Fifaly, tt bim well wnderftand the nature of ibe Signes, their proper» 

nes 
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ties, and qualities,and what forme,ſhape and conditions they giue of then- 
ſelves xaturally, and what by the perſonall exiftence of a Planet in any of 
them. 

Sixth, that he be ready in the ſhape and deſcription which every Pla. 
net deft, nes, aud bow to vary their ſoape as they are poſited in Signe 
and heu'e, or afþ:tied of the Moon or any other Planet. 

Sevento!., be muſt oft read the termes of Art, and have them freſp in 
bi memory, and :ſþ:cially the twentieth and one and twentietb Chapters 
of the fi-ſt Book. 

If Ged alminbty ſhall preſerve my life, I may bereafter adde many 
things, ard mul light unto 1245 Art, and therefore I defire the Students 
herein, that if th. meet with any extraxrdinary caſualiy in their pra- 
tice, they wiull communicate it unto me. 

I rave with all uprightefſe and ſincerity of heart, plainly and boneft- 
ly d:livered the Art, a have omitted notbing willingly,wbich I efteemed 
convenient or fit or uh mig bt any thing aſſiſt the yong Student bereinz 
IT have refuſed the Methods of all former Autbors, and framed to De 
Novo, which I bave ever foaud ſo eaſie an [uccesfull, that as yet 
T never anlerton the inftruttion of any, whom I vave not aburdant- 
ly ſatisfied, and mad: very cap. hl: of the Art, is leſſe time then any 
could e xpeſ ; for alibougb I am not yet f and forty heel of age cem 
pleat, and have ſtudicd :bi Science but ſinco ·i 632+ and have lived ſix 
zeers ſince that time in the Country, yet I know I bave made more 
Scho lers in this Prof «ion, then «ll that profeſſe this Art in England. 
It remaines, that I pive every Author bis due, and deal: plainly, 
to whit of them I am enyayed for ſuch matter as they bave afſified me 
with in the Introdu@ory part : verily the Method is my owne, it's 
x9 tranſlation ʒ vet bave I conferred my ene notes with Dariot, Bo- 
natus, Ptol omey, Haly, Erzler: Dietericus, Naibod, Hasfurtus, 
Zael, Tauſtettor, Agrippa, F grriers, Duret, Maginus, Origa- 
nus, Argol,

portion : In building this Work, I adi ed with Bonatus, Haly, Da- 
riot, Leupoldus, Pontanus, Avenczra, Zael: I examined the 
B 2 Manuscript, 
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The third 
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Manuſcrips of Ancient and Reverend Profeſſors in this Art, who 
lived more remote from theſe corrupt Times, ( for unto the vulgar Pro- 
ſeſſors now reſtding in this City, am I no wayes engaged; and 
though it was no (mall trouble unto me, to jee the dijcrepancy of judgment 
among it them and the more ancient printed Authors, yet I bade with 
ſome trouble reconciled their di|agreements, and reformed and carretted 
what might bade led the Reader into an errour : for indeed the Wris 
tings of our Fore-fatbers in the Language they did deliver their minds 
in, was (ound and ſolid, but the ſimplicity of ſuch undertech their 
travſlations was mucb and did b:get mitiahes, whileft they endeavouring 
to trarflete the Authors into Latin, or any other Language 1bey thought 
fit, did not unde rand tbe Art or tbe Termes thereof 3 {o that of thole 
their Lateurs, they rendred an ill «ccompt unto Pofferity, 4 any may 
ſee in the tranſlation of that ne call the Judicium in Novem Ju- 
diciis, &c. and in other pieces of Alkindus, ene whereof lately 8 
learned Gentleman gave me, guilty of the ſame d-ficiercy in the traaſla- 
tion, 

In this ſecond Boh I have omitted nothing which I could deviſe to be 
belpfull, and if my oz ne way of judicature pleaſe any, it being ſome- 
what different from that of tbe Ancients, he may in many Cbapters 
make ule of it. I have illuftrated every beu e with one or more Figures, 
and therein ſhrwed the method of judgment, which I held very convenient 
for Learners, it being my whole intention to advance this Art, and make 
even « ſl:nder wit capable bereof. 


Ton may in the third Book behold the entire Art of Nativities, I 
have made it plaize and fignificant : part of the M-thod, and much of 
the matter I had from Leovitius, who was the firſt that methodized the 
Art of Nativitiet, before bis time extreamly defeiive in that point 
where be was not copious, I ſupylyed my jelte, or enlarged from Origa- 
nas, Jugine, Pezelius, Naibod , Cardan , Garceus , Scho- 
n-rus , Albubater, Montulmo, Judeus, Prolomey , Lind- 
hole : Perhaps (ome will accuſe me for diſlenting from Prolomey ; I 
confeſſe I bane done ſe and that I am rot the firſt, or ſball I that bave 
done jo, le the laſt; for T am more led ly reaſon and experience, then 
by the ſingle authority of any one man, Oc. I bave inſerted many judg* 

ments 
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ments of my owne, I could baue ad led many more : but who am I ? being 
all erronr, that ſb54'1 contradit the ſa ing of (3 many wiſe men, whoſe 
learnings and paines I |» mach eſſeem and reverence. 

Line did I think tus Work of Nativicies wuld bave [wolen to ſo 
great a bulk; I «ſure you it exceeds my firſt intentions . the paines 
bowever bath been mine, and notwithMtanding the impartunities of ſome, 
and they not a few, who deſired I (bou'd not deliver the Art in fo plain: 
and eaſie a m:thod;yert I profeſſe,their words rather invited me to diſcover 
all I new, then to conceale on? ſillable material. 

Had I refpefted my own: private lucre, I need not bave wrote at all; 
wos could bade conpell:ed m: ? my owne fortune is competent : but this 
thing we call the pnblick good, was ever, and ſhall be my maxim: to guid: 
m. in juCd like attions : bow ſball I my ſelfe expect truth in any Aatbor, 
if I my ſelf:, being an Autor, play the knave in the ſame hind : Quod 
non vis tibi, ne facias a'teri. 

This Art of Altrology bath many more parts in it then at this pres 
ſent time I bave handled, or indeed u yet bave leiſure to doe; yet 
I know it will be expected I ſhould have wrote of Elections, of the Ef- 
fects of the greater and leſſer Comunctionc of the Planets, of Eclipſes, 
Comets, prodigious Apparitions, tbe variation and inclination of 
the Weather, De generalibus Accidentibus Mundi, and 5y the 
ing reſſe of the Sunne into Aries, of every yeers particular Fate, of 
Monethly Obſervations, c. Verily uch things as theſe may jnily 
be required at my hands ; for, unte God be the glor y,they are all in a large 
meaſure knowne unto me, and I can per forme them all, blefſed be bipname 
therefore : But 4 for Elections, me thinks be can be us ingenious 
Aſtrologian, that having ftudied or well ent red into this my Book, ſball 
not be able (ad libitum) frame bis owne Figure of Elections, let the 
quere be wat it will. 

He that ſball read my Di/courſe upon the Canjwnition of h and N, 
may mahe bim elfe capable to write of the Myjor and Minor Conjuntii= 
ent; Thad no preſident for that, but wrought it out of the fire, at what 
time 1 bad great leaſwre. I dee write Annually of Eclipſes, as they ba- 
pen in the yeer,of prodigious Appearances twice I bave Aſtrologically wrote, 
both time to gro.d purpo ez ſo did never any before that I read of. 

Of Commets I have bad no oecafion as yety, but ſomewhat I began in

(be would (fer m2 to he at tent; Noble charges to convey it unte me, ſbe 
gave me the whole money, and (old it for 200 l. 

It N ember 1634. I married agaiue. IA 1635. I was oppreſſed 
with the Hp con ſryack M-lincholly ſe /orely, that I exforced 
to leave London, and removed into Surrey 1636. where untill p- 
tember 1641. I {red amor: ft fur whom I may nam: the moſt rurall 
of all men living. I then cim for London, ſtaggering in my judge= 
ment ia point of Courch-government 3 and knowing that it is neceſſary, 
F ever loved Monarch, but ſtill thou (bt without a Parliament preſerved 
in their juſt rigott, it wal vaniſh to nothing. I was nothing knowne 
ten, or taken notice of h) any tine produced me acquaintane:, and a= 
mongſt theſe a good Lady in 1643. about February, dfirel I would give 
Judgement upon a moſt noble Genilem in Vrine a Councillor at Law, who 
then was not well: I conlented, the Urine was brought, my judgement re- 
turned; I viſited bin, whom I 19 oer be geld, but I knew there was a-

Being by bis condueſſe admitted to viſit him, I preſented bim with 4 
ſmall Mwiuſcript of m Aſtrologicall Judgment of the yeer 1644. 
woerein I was free in delivering my opinion modefily of that yeers af 
faltet it pleajed bin to communicate it, Copies were obtained and dije 
perſel ;, ſo that by h alone commendation of that poore Manu cript unto 
bis private frriendt, this noble Art at firſt bal reed amonaſſ our

E have ſeldome occaſion to erect a Scheame of Heaven 
juſt at noon, to which time the motions of the Planets 
are exactly calculated, and need not any rectiſication y but uſu- 
ally all Queſtions are made either ſome hours before, or after 
noon ztherfore it is needſull you know how to take their diur- 
nall or daily motion, or how many degrees or min, they move 
in 24 hours, that thereby you may have a proportion to adde 
to the place of your Planets according to the hour of the day 
or night when you ſet your Figure: And although in horary 
Queſtions, it occaſionetk no error (except in the motion of the 
Þ) yet | chought fit to inſtruſt the Learner herewith, that ſo 
he may know how to doe his work handſomely. Example. 
You mult ſet downe the place of your Planet in Signe, de- 
gree and minute as you find him at Roon ; and if your Planet

G CHAP, 
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Cnuae. VII. 
Of the twelve Hy es, their Nature and ſigniſi cation. 
As before we have ſeid chere are twelve Signes, and alſo 
twelve Houſes of Heaven, ſo now we are come to relate 
the nature of theſe twelve Houſes ; the exact knowledge where- 
of is ſo requilite, that he who ſha'! learne the nature of the 
Plancts and Signes wichout ext judgment of the Houſes, is 
like an improvident man, that furnĩ ſhetk himſclfe with varicty 
of Houſholdituffe, having no place wherein to beſtow them. 
There is nothing appertaining to the lite of man in this 
world, which in one way or other hath not relation to one of 
the twelve Houſes of Heaven, and as the twelve Signes are ap- 
propriate to the particular members of mans body ; ſo alſo doe 
the twelve houſes repreſ:nt not onely the ſeverall parts of man,

though the matter by the principall ſigniũcator was fairely 
promiſed, and litely to be perfeCted in a ſmall time; yet did 
there ever fal out many ri bi and diſturbances,much wrangling 
and great controverſie, that the buſineſſe was many times given 
over for deſperate ere a perfect concluſion could be had; and 
unleſſe the principa!l ſignificators were Angular and well for- 
tified with eſſentiall diqpities, many times unexpectedly the 
whole matter came to nothing.

1 exact way of judicature in Aſtrology is, firſt, by being 
perfect in the nature of the Planets — Signes. 

Secondly, by knowing the ſtrength, ſortitude or debility of 
the Planets,Significators,and a well poyling of them and their 
aſpects and ſeverall mixtures, in your t. 

Thirdly, by righcly applying the influence of the poſiture of 
Heaven erected, and the Planets aſpects to one another at the 
time of the Queſtion,according to natural (and not enforced) 
maximes of Art; for by how much you endeavour to ſtraine a 
judgment beyond nature, by ſo much the more you augment 

our Errour, 4 

A Planer is then ſaid to be really ſtrong when he hath many 
Eſſential dignities, which are knowne, by his being either in 
his Houſe, Exaltation, Triplicity, Terme or Face, at time of ere- 

Ring the Figure. As for Example: * 

In any — of Heaven, if you find a Planet iu any of Eſſential dig 
thoſe Signes we call his houſe or houſes, he is then eſſentially uiii by Houſes * 
ſtrong, and we allow for that five dignities ; as h in Y, * in un 

* 5 &c. 

In judgment, when a Planet or Significator is in his owne 
houſe, it repreſents a man in ſuch a condition, as that he is 
Lord ot hi, o vne houſe, eſtate and fortune; or a man wanting 
very little of the Gods of this world, or it tels yuu the pan is 
in a very happy ſtate or condition: this will be true, unleſſe the

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hgnificator be retrograde, or combuſt, or afflicted by any other 
malevolent Planet or aſpect. 

If he be in thac Signe wherein he is exalted, you may allow 
him four dignities eflentiall, whether he be neer the very de- 
gree of his exaltation, yea or not; as & in or in S. 

If the fignificator be in his exaltation, and no wayes impe- 
dited, but Angular ; it preſents a perſon of haughty condition, 
arrogant, aſſuming more unto him then his due ; Ge it's obſer 
ved, the Planets in ſome part of the Zodiack doe more evident- 
ly declare their effects then in others; and I conceive this to be 
in thoſe Signes and degrees where fixed Starres of the ſame na- 
ture with the Planet, are more in number, and neerer the 
Ecliptick. 

If he be in any of thoſe Signes which are alotted him for his 

Triplicity, he hath allowed him three dignities : but herein 
you mult be cautious ; as for example: In a Queſtion, Nativi- 
ty, or-thelike, if you find the © in V, and the Queſtion, or 
Nativity, or Scheame erected be by night, and you would ex- 
amine the © his fortitudes, he ſhall have four dignities for 
being in his exalcation, which continues through the Signe 3 
but he ſhall not be allowed any dignity, as being in his tripli 
city 3 for by night the © ruleth not the fi riplicity, but 
V + who had he been in place of the ©, a night, muſt 
have had allowed him three dignities : and this doe generally 
in all the Planets, ꝙ excepted, who night and day ruleth the 
watry T riplicity. 

A Planet in his triplicity, ſhewes a man modeſtly indued 
with the Goods and Fortune of this world, one prettily deſ- 
cended,and the condition of his life at preſent time of the Que- 
ſtion, to be good; but not ſo, as if in either of the two former 
dignities. 

If any Planet be in thoſe degrees we aſſigne 2 his Termes, 
we allow him two dignities; as — night, if v be 
in one, two, three or four, &c. Y, he is then in his 
owne Termes,and muſt have two dignities therefore; and ſo 2 
in as of the firlt eight degrees of , &c. 

- A Planet fortified, only as being in his own Termes, rather 
he wes a man more of the corporature and temper of the Pla- 
net, 
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net, then any extraordinary abundance in fortune, or of emi- 

nency in the Common-wealth. 

If any Planet be in his Decanate, 'Decurie or Face, as & in Face. 
the firſt ten degrees of V, or & in the firſt ten degrees of N, 
he is then allowed one eſſentiall dignity ; for being in his oe 
Decanate or Face, cannot then be called peregrine. 

A Planet having little or no dignity, bus by being in his De- 
nate or Face, is Fmot like a man ready to be turned out of 
doores, having much adoe to maintaine himſelfe in credit and 
reputation: and in Genealgies it repreſents a Family at the 
laſt pal p, even as good as quite decayed, hardly able to ſupport 
it ſelfe.

Many times it happens, that it is of great concern nent to 
the Qierent to know, whether a Woman be wich childe of a 
Male or Female; or whether the Theefe be Man or Woman, 
&c. When it ſhall fo chance that neither the Angles, or the ſex 
of the Planet, or the Signes doe diſcover it, but that the teſti- 
monies are equall ; then if you conſider the degrees of the 
Signe wherein the 9 is, and wherein the Planet ſigniſicator 
of the thing or party queſited is, and the degree or the Cufpe 
of the Houle ſignifying the perſon queſited after; and ſee by 
the ſecond Column whether they be in Maſculine or Feminine 
Degrees,you may poyſe your judgement,by concluding a Maſ- 
culine party, if they be poſited in Maſculine degrees; or Fe- 
minine, if they be in Feminine degrees.

The 2 obſerves the ſame order as the reſt ; yet the Arabiazy, 
from whom this learning is, doe allow her in Y the Head as 
well as the Knees : The Head, becauſe Aries ſignifies ſo much:

You may obſerve this in the marks ot mans Body, and ma-

fit to be judged, when as the Lord of the hour at the time of 
propoling the Queſtion, and — Figure, and the Lord 
beche Aſcendant or firſt Houſe, are of one Triplicity, or be one, 
or of the ſame nature.

Terme, and then this Planet doth apply to the other $ _ 
tor by & or aſpect, before he meeteth with the & or aſpect of 
any other Planet, he then tranſlates the force, influence and 
vertue of the firſt Significator to the other, and then this inter- 
vening Planet (or ſuch a man or woman as is ligniſied by that 
Planet) ſhall bring the matter in hand to perfection. 

Conſider what houſe the Planet — or tranſlating

Let the Queition be of or concerning a Churchman, Mini-

not chronick, but acute, you ſhall find great alteration in the 
Diſeaſe and party infirmed, neer upon thoſe times when the 
Mon comes to be diſtant from chat her firſt place, 45. degrees; 
ſo alſo when ſhe is 90. degrees from that place; and againe,

To him therefore that would either cure the Sicke or heale

heat 3 they delight to be without light, as to be in darknefle ; 
he ſighes continually,and gently drawes in his breath, or ſucks 
up, or is ſhort winded the Pulte is ſwift and painfull ; 
warme things applyed gives them great comfort; they have 
feeble Pulſes ; the outſide of their bodies are cold and dry 
whereby ic comes to paſſe, that in curing ſuch people, that the 
Phyſitian ought to apply ſuch Medicines as are naturally hot, 
e molliſie and conſtringe, 

Who fall ficke upon any malevolent configuration of the 
© or &,, become diſturled in their Minds, perplexed in their 
Fancies, are troubleſome and very ragged in their deportment; 
the ſuperficiall parts of their bodies being inflamed- with a fie- 
ry heat. They are prone to anger, make much clamor or noyſe, 
looke peeviſhly, lye ſtaring, alwayes thirity by reaſon of the 
roughneſſe of their parched tongues ; deſirous of Wine, cold 
Drinke, importuning the uſe of Bathes : no manner of Meat 
whers their appetite;theyfreefy$quander cut their virulent lan- 
guage again!t every man; they have a ſhort, depreſſed and in- 
ordinate Pulſe ; red rubicund faces, oppreſſed with fulneſſe of 
body. For recovery of theſe Men, it conduces much to let 
Blood untill the fifth day, or preſcribe ſuch Medicines as e- 
vacuate and Purge the fouleneſſe of theic bodies, and to admi- 
niſter 
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nifter ſuch other Remedies as the neceſſity of nature furthes 
requires. What Medicines are agreeable to the nature of ꝙ are 
repugnant to h as not calefactive, emollient, or mollifying 
and diſſolving obſtructions. 

Medicaments which naturally are concurring with h , prove 


eontrary to thoſe of the nature of ꝙ ; as thoſe which are re- 
frigerating or cooling, aſtringent or binding, and re-per-

O U muſt underſtand that as there are ſeven dayes of the 


ter, Mars, Sol, Vexus, Mercury, Lana: We appropriate to each 
day of the Week a ſeverall Planet; as to Sunday, & to Monday, 
D; to Tueſday, & 3 to IVedneſday, 7 ; to Thurſday, V 3 to Friday, 
g 3 to Saturday, h: and the ficſt hour of every day we aſſigne 
to that Planet aſſigned for the day, beginning at Sun-riſe ever, 
the ſecond houre we give to the next Planet, the third hour to 
the third Planet from him; as if upon any Swnday I would 
know what Planet governeth the firſt, ſecond, third, fourth, 
fift, ſixt hour of that day, I ſay © governeth the firſt, 9 the 
ſecond, y the third, ; the fourth, h the fift, the fixt, &c. 
and ſo in order ſucceſſively during that day and night ſubſe- 
quent: and if you account in order, you ſhall find by this con- 
tinuall account, that ) fals to rule the firſt hour upon Monde), 
h the ſecond, Y the third, & the fourth, &c. 

It js very true, ſome of the Ancients have Winter and Sum-

Conſider in every geniture the © and 9, for by the'r well 
or ill pofition,you may diſcover much in this manner of judg- 
ment, for if they concurre with the reſt of the Planets, the judg- 
ment good or ill will be more aſſured, and more effectuall. 

When you find a mediocrity in teſtimonies, which is; When 
you ſee ſome Planets eſſentially dignified, others wholly un- 
fortunate and extreamly weak; or when the Significators are 
well fortified, but in miſerable and abj:& houſes of heaven: or

Of the quality of a violent Death, 


Many things are herein conſiderable, that ſ@ we may give out 
Judgment with more certainty : for we muſt firſt ſee,and judge 
whether theNative ought to dye by a violentDeath yea or not. 

Secondly, we muſt conſider the Manners of the Native,whe- 
ther he is like to be a Theefe or a Murderer, or will become an 
Hereticke; for where wickedneſſe in Nativities appeares, then 
by the Significators of a violent Death, publique puniſhments 
are ſignified, 

Thirdly, the condition of men is obſervable ; for Princes 
ſeldome or never dye as the vulgar common man doth. *

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Ptolomey will have the quality of Death required ; firſt, from 
the nature of the malevolent Planet: ſecondly,from theSign : 
thirdly, from the Houſe in which the Inſortune is in, who afflicts 
the . of Death and life, viz. the Luminaries and the 
Lords of the firk and eight, the fixed Starres neer the Lights 
being confidered.

the Student, aſſuring him, that thoſe Apbori/mes before recited 
are the moſt choyceſt I know my ſelſe, whereot I have found 
many of them verified ia ſuch Nativicies as my ſelfe have 
judged. 

It none of the beforenamed rules be apparent in the Geni- 
ture, ics an evident figne the Native ſhall dye a naturall death, 
by ſome Sickneſſe or Diſeaſe ; the quality whereof is taken 
from the nature of the Planet and Signe in the eighth houſe : 
where obſerve, that if many Planets be there, the ſtrongeſt is 
to be preferred ; if no Planet be there, derive jadgm:nt from 
the Lord of the eighth, and Signe wherein he is : Ihe Diſcaſes 
belonging to every Planet, are mentioned ia the j ts of 
the ſixt houſe ; and for the time of death, it's onely in the

391+ lib, prim. At this day we uſe no method in Oirectious but
